E HAVE to keep growing new all the time, making new beginnings, 
and wiping out bad mistakes. 
If we do not we stagnate, or else 
something gets to us and grows tight to us until we are crushed or smoth­ 
ered. 
I was impressed by a statem ent of that unique character, old Mifflin, 
in Christopher Morley’s amusing little book. “ Parnassus on Wheels.” 
He 
said: 
"When you sell a man a book, you don't sell him just 12 ounces of 
paper, and ink, and glue—you sell him a whole new life!” 
Often that is what someone gives to us. or we are able to give to him 
—a whole new life. 
Nearly every one of us can name certain people as 
having changed the whole course of our lives. 
Perhaps the simplest sort 
of advice, encouragement at the right moment, or merely a pat on the 
back. 
At any rate, a miracle performed at the right time. 
I can agree with what Mifflin had to say. 
It is true that many a 
book has come to a man or woman as a whole new life. The glorious 
thing about books is that they stay where put until wanted—and then they 
open up and brighten before our eyes and send glow into our very soul. 
When troubled, and in doubt and alone, through a book you can 
select just the friend for the mood that dominates you. 
And no complaint 
because you are misunderstandable, or quietly helpless for the moment, 
toward others. How very often from that mood one of these book friends 
pours into you a whole new life! 
A little book by William Jam es, that I picked up from a counter the 
other day. had this effect the other evening. 
It was called “On Some of 
Life's Ideals.” 
I read it yeaYs ago, and have tried always to keep a copy 
near—but I have to send them out. and so nearly always am without this 
friend. 
But I had him back again upon the recent evening—and how I 
need him I 
The world of beauty, in nature, and in some phase or other, all about 
us, is constantly creating a whole new* life for us. 
How wonderful to 
touch the sun-glow in the morning upon awakening! 
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“Justice" is received—but cannot 
appear for two reasons:

An Historic Mansion 
Largely because of their trusting 
natures, newly arrived Irish girls 
frequently encountered tragic fates 
In the old days. 
C harlotte Grace O Brien, a philan­ 
thropic Irish Protestant, made the 
trip into New York in the guise of 
a poor im m igrant, to see just w hat 
could happen to them. She was re ­ 
sponsible for the founding of th e 
mission and the Catholic church as­ 
sumed support of her project. 
Since 1885 the mission has been 
housed in the mansion built in 1790 
by Moses Rogers, then the city’s 
wealthiest m erchant.

W hen it was erected, the water was 
nearly up to the Georgian gallery 
with its white columns, and Rogers 
kept his boats anchored in front. 
The expanse of Battery park which 
separates it from the water now is

quartered his slaves. 
It is the only 
slave house still standing in the 
city. 
Rogers, by the way, gave the m ost 
elaborate entertainm ents of the pe­ 
riod in tills fine old home. 
Some idea of its size may 
be 
gained from the fact th at it shel­ 
tered as many as 356 girls In one 
night. Two small chapels have been 
installed;

about the same as in its day of so* 
cia! glory.
